Fire Warden’s Report 


Forest Fire Wardens for the town of Harts Loca- 
tion hereby submit the following report: 


In the year of 1929 there were two fires, fortunate- 
ly causing the town no expense. One was on the road 
front—set by tourists; the area burned was 1-4 of acre. 
Second was on government land; the burden of the ex- 
pense was borne by them. Four volunteers from the 
forest fire organization of Harts Location assisted 
the government men, holding the fire to an area of an 
acre. This was set by lightning. 


The expense of the Forest Fire Dept. was as fol- 
lows:

The town is very proud of its new fire box and new 
tools it being the first fire protection purchased by the 
Town, and is located at Bemis in front of the Morey 
house, on the main highway. It is understood from 
the New Hampshire Forestry Dept. that they have fol- 
lowed the example of Harts Location and have furnish- 
ed a similar equipment at the Road camp at Pleasant 
river and also one at the Willey House. 


We wish to take the opportunity at this time to 
thank the volunteers who so generously helped in re- 
moving bodies, both from Mt. Willard and Dry River.
